The original pro- 
duction figures were prepared in the fall of 19 ^ 7 * Tiie revised pro- 
duction figures indicated for the first nine months of the year, are 
based on the monthly production quotas, which seem to reflect the 
actual production of the previous month.

In 1949 290,000 tons of pyrites will be needed to meet the sulphuric 

acid production Quota; of this amount 60,000 tons can be supplied oy the 
Russian Zone. Trad© agreements have been arranged whereby 30,000 tons of 
pyrites will be imported from Bulgaria, 60,000 tons from Yugoslavia and 
30,000 tons from Finland. Trade agreements are still under negotiation 
for importing SO, 000 to 90,000 tons of pyrites from Norway and Sweden. 
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
